gaining contracts are up for re­ 
newal and unions are seeking 
substantial wage increases.

expenditures but at a less rapid 
rate than in recent years.”

HALIFAX, N S IAP)—Thirty- 
four survivors of the broken 
Greek 
tanker Amphialos ar­ 
rived In Halifax early today 
aboard a Canadian warship aft­ 
er a dramatic rescue from the 
stormy North Atlantic. 
Two members of the 36-man 
Greek crew perished after the 
15,800-ton tanker split in two un­ 
der the battering of gale winds 
and 20-foot waves off the Nova 
Scotia coast Saturday. Five of 
the survivors were taken to a 
hospital on stretchers. 
Capt. Stamantis Polemis, the 
Amphialos’ skipper, said he and 
his men clung for hours to a 
rail of the stern section until 
they were picked up Sunday 
afternoon by the Canadian de­ 
stroyer escort Athabaskan. A 
390-foot bow section of the 630- 
foot ship floated away and sank. 
The aurvivors were wrapped 
In navy blankets as they left 
the Canadian warship. Most ap­ 
peared cheerful but tired. They 
shook hands with the Canadian 
sailors and In broken English 
expressed their gratitude. 
Asked to confirm the number 
of men aboard his ship, Polemis 
said briskly, “We had 36. Now 
we have 34.” 
The rescue followed a chance 
observation by a Canadian air 
force plane during a training 
mission. The pilot. Lt. Laurie

by Republicans 
seeking a party moderate with 
appeal to big city voters to op­ 
pose President Johnson. 
Wearing in the lapel of his 
impeccably tailored dark suit 
the bright badge of his pro­ 
fessed reluctance to become in­ 
volved in any such maneuver- 
ings, the 46-year-old governor 
patiently replied to questions 
about issues on which any GOP 
jpresidential nominee w o u l d 
have to take a stand.

Q. What was the result of the

A doctor, taken by helicopter 
to the remote scene at the 8,800 
foot level of a snowy mountain, 
confirmed there were no survi- 
vors. 
The Paradise Airlines Con­ 
stellation vanished in a snow­ 
storm Sunday while carrying 81 
passengers to Nevada’s casino* 
and ski resorts on a flight from 
San Jose, Calif. 
Lt. Col. Alexander S. Sherry, 
deputy commander of the West­ 
ern Air Rescue Center, Hamil­ 
ton Air Force Base, told an 
airport 
news conference the 
wreckage was spotted just west 
of the hamlet of Genoa, Nev. 
Just before the conference, 
a helicopter pilot told The As­ 
sociated Press th* wreckage 
was found 200 feet below the 
top of a nigged peak towering 
among those which rise up to 
10,000 feet or more In th* ald 
and gambling playland around 
I,ake Tahoe. 
The mountain 
where Cali­ 
fornia's biggest air tragedy oo- 
cured is named Genoa Peak. 
The spotting helicopter was

This Is no time to be churlish about 
the federal government’s belated admis­ 
sion that it has been overtaxing us. 
Our misgivings about the federal gov­ 
ernment’s failure to admit it has been 
overspending even more than it has been 
overtaxing are out of place at this mo­ 
ment of joy. 
Similarly out of place are our misgiv­ 
ings about the general taxing picture at 
this moment in the progress of the Re­ 
public. There is an argument that goes 
like this: If the federal government would 
quit bleeding the citizenry it could afford 
to pay higher local taxes for its own di­ 
rect benefit. 


SOMETHING could be done about the 
absurdity of federal spending for missiles 
that never fly, roads that go nowhere, 
weapons that don’t work, buildings that 
aren’t needed and bureaucrats standing 
on m e another’s shoulders while cities 
and townships scrounge for money to 
build schoolhouses and pave highways. 


The American people could help them­ 
selves to some of the things they need, 
like humane care for mental patients and 
adequate allowances for the families of 
jobless breadwinners, if their federal gov­ 
ernment would quit trying to buy friends 
with foreign aid to Hottentots. 
This has bern the line. It cannot be 
forgotten in the joie de vivre that pre­ 
sumably will prevail now that tax-cutting 
time Is here. 
Two other things loom as large as the 
varying amounts that won't be rendered 
unto Caesar rn the Potomac. 


FIRST, It has not been proved, despite 
President Johnson’s assurances, that the 
federal government intends to cut back 
spending as far as it has cut back spend­ 


ing and enough farther to balance its bud­ 
get. 
Second, it has not been demonstrated 
that private spending, after local and state 
taxes plus changes in federal taxes have 
taken out their bite, will be measurably 
stimulated. 
If it isn’t stimulated and if the federal 
spending rate continues at deficit levels, 
all the United States will have accom­ 
plished with this daring ploy in theoretical 
economy booming is to add to its gross 
public debt, which had reached $309,330,- 
175.882 at the close of business last Tues­ 
day, up nearly $6 billion from one year 
ago. 


The Breakable Habit 


It may have been a little disappoint­ 
ing to some adults to learn that no large 
number of district teen - age smokers 
had switched to chewing gum as a result 
of the recent government report on cig­ 
arettes and the incidence of cancer. 
Teen - agers can be as stubborn as 
their parents about their habits, although 
where the older folks are fatalistic, the 
younger ones are defiant. 
We like to think that the more intel­ 
ligent and knowledgeable young people 
believe the hazards of smoking outweigh 
whatever “m ature image” cigarettes may 
lend. 
With the Columbiana County Board of 
Education’s recent request for broader 
school educational programs about t h e 
dangers of smoking and other measures 
eyed by schools and parents, it Is hoped 
that young people will at least be made 
more aware of the hazards and given the 
chance to make a 
new judgment 
on 
whether they are going to be fatalistic 
about a habit they still can break. 


The Silk Purse Theory 


The most fascinating theory about un­ 
employment is 
that something can be 
done about it by sending everybody to 
school. 
Secretary of Labor Wirtz went the limit 
In this direction in a symposium a few 
days ago by proposing that all teen-agers 
be made to stay in school until 18 and 
thereafter be given two free years of ad­ 
ditional schooling for the asking. 
This would keep them off the unem­ 
ployment lists and at the same time up­ 
grade their skills; that was the general 
Idea. Secretary Wirtz said it was not of­ 
ficial policy, only his own thought on the 
matter. 
It runs parallel to so much thinking 
however, that it should be analyzed. 


DO THE KIND Of boys and girls who 
drop out of school as soon as they can 
really show promise of being educable if 
they are kept in the classroom longer? 
The truth is that many of them have 
been kept in the classroom until dropout 
time only to keep them off the streets. 


Is it true that additional education for 
the educable, which might Include re­ 
training programs for workers already 
displaced by automation, would 
enable 
more people to adapt themselves to this 
automated era? 
There is no evidence that automation 
displaces only the unskilled. It is 
no 
respecter of skills. The jobs it gobbles up 
are just as likely to be those of the 
skilled as the unskilled. Indeed, there are 
some jobs requiring no skill at all that 
are more secure than the most highly 
skilled jobs. No one is dreaming of auto­ 
mating trash and garbage collecting. 


ON ONE SCORE, of course. Secretary 
Wirtz is unassailably correct—he and all 
the others emphasizing schooling. 
If everybody who didn’t have a job 
could go to school indefinitely, there would 
be no joblessness. 
There would be just millions 
rn o re 
pupils.” preparing themselves for 
the 
day when they could trade home work 
for wage work. 


Scaled Down To 6 Gallons 


We can recall nothing like it since the 
huge hard collars that Herbert Hoover 
made famous. President Johnson has be­ 
come identified with a particular kind of 
hat. There is a Johnson hat. 
Mr. Hoover’s collars were a delight only 
to caricaturists, but Mr. Johnson’s hats 
are a delight to the hat industry. The 
President has given a formal endorsement 
to the Texas-style hats he gives away to 
people he likes. They can be sold as 
LBJ models. 
This may not reverse the trend toward 
listlessness, but it will be a shot in the 


Cotton Comers 


Dear Nephew: I am glad you finally 
agree with your aunt and me that nobody 
ever gets anything in this world by asking 
for it. 
Everything 
w o r t h having must be 
earned. It must be won. There is no 
altruism. I should think you would have 
known that long ago. But better late than 
never. 


This is the only sensible frame of ref­ 
erence for looking at the civil rights 
fight now being waged by Negroes in 
the United States. Negroes finally have 
learned as a group what you say you 
have learned as an individual— 


No one ever got anything worth having 
by asking for it. Everything worth having 
must be earned or won. Negroes right 
now are going after full civil rights. They 
are tired of asking and not getting any­ 
where. 


CONSIDER that for the first half of 
this century and the last third of the 
19th century the Negroes were asking for 
things as a m atter of moral right and 
not getting the tim e of day. Everything 
they have gained has been hammered 
out by hard-hitting tactics. They’re ac­ 
celerating the tempo. 
It was to have been expected that when 
the hammering got rough Negroes would 
be criticized for going too far. It was to 
have been expected, too, that when they 
began to make progress they would be 
carried away by the sweet smell of suc­ 
cess and commit excesses. 
But they’re on the right track. Their 
pragmatism is scaring the daylights out 
of Nice Nellies who thought civil rights 
for Negroes should end with the right 
to ride on the same bus.

THIS DIPLOMATIC cash-run­ 
ning has become one of the Jus­ 
tice D e p a r t m e n t ’ s “big­ 
gest problems.” 
So a high department official 
asserted in describing the chan­ 
nels used by the interlocking 
crime syndicates to get their 
gargantuan 
amounts of cash 
to a safe place, and then to 
route it back into the U S. The 
problem is twofold: 
first, to 
nab a diplomat in the act with 
out violating his immunity and 
second, to avoid conflict with 
the State Department whose life 
is complicated by such revela­ 
tions. 
However, the Justice Depart­ 
m ent’s Organized Crime °nd 
Racketeering section k n o w s 
who most of these couriers are 
and whom they serve.

directly or in several stages. 
Thus, the Giancanas of the na­ 
tion can legitimize their gang­ 
ster coin.

don when Scotland Yard had 
him under surveillance.

WASHINGTON 
After IOO days in office Presi­ 
dent Johnson is still feeling his 
way: in foreign affairs, with 
Congress, with the press, and in 
his own reaction to criticism. 
He reached his 100th day Sat­ 
urday but, while he searches, 
his standing in the public opin­ 
ion polls is very high. 
Johnson, an old Congress hand 
with 24 years in House and Sen­ 
ate, has seemed most sure with 
the men in the Capitol, and 
most successful. He still faces 
big tests there. 
He got off on the right foot 
by promising economy and of­ 
fering 
a 
budget 
lower 
than 
President 
Kennedy’s 
of 
last 
year. This pleased Congress, 
which rammed through a tax- 
cut bill for him, largest in his­ 
tory, and a foreign aid bill not 
too skimpy to live with. 
A major test of Johnson’s 
leadership with Congress will be 
in trying to get through intact 
the civil rights bill he asked. 
He also called for a program 
of medical care for the aged 
and a war on poverty. 
He will be a miracle man if 
he can get approval of medical 
care and the war on poverty 
will be long drawn-out. 
Foreign problems multiplied 
for Johnson faster than for Ken­ 
nedy in the same length of 
time: Riots in Panama, trou­ 
ble with Fidel Castro in Cuba, 
an ugly, deteriorating war in 
South Viet Nam. 
Johnson has shown extraordi­ 
nary sensitivity to criticism, al­ 
though it got under other presi­ 


dents’ s k i n s too. But Johnson 
reacted to it early in such an 
exaggerated way that this got 
him more criticism. 
Several weeks ago he was so 
incensed at his critics—of whom 
Republicans were the severest 
—that he bracketed them with 
“our other enemies.” This could 
be interpreted as meaning that 
criticizing him was disloyal. 
After he got a fresh going- 
over for that, he shifted ground 
and last week was calling for 
patient 
understanding 
of 
his 
critics. 
Ever since taking office John­ 
son seems to have been seeking 
a way to handle the press. He 
would talk with newsmen in­ 
dividually or call a sudden news 
conference with the few report­ 
ers who happened to be in the 
White House at the time. 
But for IOO days he avoided 
the kind of live, televised news 
conference which Kennedy, with 
his ease and quickness, made a 
delight even if it wasn’t always 
newsworthy. 
For a month, until Saturday, 
Johnson did not meet with the 
press at all. The questions in­ 
tensified: Why? On Saturday he 
finally had 
a live, televised 
meeting with a pack of report­ 
ers, a meeting announced a day 
ahead of time. 
He did not say much. He 
talked mostly in generalities. 
And he made it clear this kind 
of conference was not going to 
be the rule. He said he would 
hold one occasionally but mean­ 
while would talk to reporters tn 
other wavs.

YET OF THE 171 different 
meetings of the A ASA conven­ 
tion, only three small sectional 
discussions even touched on de­ 
segregation or the “culturally 
disadvantaged.”

Natt D. Burbank, school super­ 
intendent in Boulder, Colo., was 
asked why there were no major 
discussions programmed on sit- 
ins, boycotts, picketing or other 
civil rights problems for the 
schools, he replied: “Most of 
our members are not now fac­ 
ing these problems.” 


Yet in the course of the con­ 
vention, Dr Benjamin C. Willis, 
superintendent in Chicago, hur­ 
ried home in the wake of news 
that his school board president, 
Clair M. Roddewig, would not 
stand for reelection in March.

It 
provides the very opportunity 
we have been looking for to up­ 
grade ‘slum schools.’ 
The other was Dr. John H. 
Fischer, president of Teachers 
College, Columbia 
University. 
“The promoters of school boy­ 
cotts,” he said, “ profess con­ 
cern for humane 
values 
but 
when they defy the law, dis­ 
credit moderation, and use their 
means, they join the segrega­ 
tionists in a form of absolutism 
which cannot be condoned. In 
the name of justice and equinity 
they undermine the child's re­ 
spect for the very school which 
is his surest hope for attaining 
equal opportunity.”

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Dow-Jones Hits 800 
Some Critics Rap Index 
Picture Of Stock Market

NEW YORK (AP)—The long- 
drawn-out flirtation of the Dow- 
Jones industrial averages with 
the 800 mark that has fascinated 
stock market followers final­ 
ly came to the moment of truth. 
After several times pushing the 
popular index that high earlier 
in the day only to see it fall 
back, the bulls finally scored a 
closing figure of 800.14 Friday. 
The psychological victory is 
due to the round figure's cap­ 
ture of public fancy. 
But many critics think this 
and other popular 
averages 
aren’t the best indicators of the 
market as a whole. They mirror 
wily blue chips, even if some of 
these may have become a bit 
pallid 
in 
recent 
years 
or 
months. The general market 
hasn’t swung up as vigorously. 
Many stocks—perhaps some of 
yours—haven’t moved at all or 
ha’ * fallen back. 
Reasons for the long upturn 


in the popular indexes are close­ 
ly tied to psychology as well as 
to the dollar and cents matters 
of earnings and dividends. 
The federal tax cut has bol­ 
stered confidence in an upcom­ 
ing surge in the business of 
many of the corporations whose 
stocks appear in the averages. 
Stock traders long may have 
discounted this factor, but the 
general public tended to respond 
only as the bill took final form. 
It may well carry this confi­ 
dence into actual stock buying 
when the benefits of the tax cut 
are realized in pay checks. 
Both the public and the big in­ 
stitutional 
buyers 
apparently 
have concentrated for several 
months cm blue chips and dealt 
more gingerly with less known 
or newer issues. It has been a 
general period of caution in 
business and finance. 
Even so. not one of the 30 
stocks on the Dow Jones indus­ 
trial index was at its record 
high Friday.

Each carpet was 
down more than five years and 
did not completely cover th e 
registers. 
One carpet had a urethane 
underpad, the other had a jute 
underpad. How carpet of other 
fibers would react to heat, I do 
not know, but you could get this 
information from the manufac­ 
turer. 


“I HAVE.read a number of 
stories about floor stenciling be­ 
ing in vogue, and since I can­ 
not afford carpet right now, I 
thought I would try it. Is it a 
difficult job? Is there an eas­ 
ier solution to the problem so 
that the floors do not look too 
bad? I plan to do the living 
room first, and then the others 
as I go along.” 
Stenciling floors does take 
time and a little skill. Furnish­ 
ings should be removed from 
the room, and kept out of the 
room until everything is com­ 
pletely dry, for best results. If 
one can stencil a room over a 
long period, it may prove to be 
a very enjoyable task, rather 
than a back • breaking one. 
A good alternate plan is to 


over floors, then moved to oth­ 
er rooms when carpet is p u r ­ 
chased for the main room. 


IT PAYS TO check a house 
thoroughly when you buy it as 
this reader found out. 
“We bought a small house 
recently, only to find that the 
bedrooms do not have heat. Out­ 
side in the hall between the two 
bedrooms there is a heater, and 
the house is adequately heated 
downstairs. 
We are now trying to decide 
on the kind of portable heating 
units we should buy. The bed­ 
rooms are small and it shouldn’t 
take a great amount of heat to 
do it, but we would need a mod­ 
ern unit of some sort.” 
You could no doubt have heat­ 
ing units extended from y o u r 
present heating system to these 
areas, depending on what type 
of heat flow you will have. Since 
other people have lived t h e r e 
without heat, perhaps enough 
heat is derived from the hall for 
the bedrooms. 
It would be good to give the 
rooms a chance as they are. 
You could be surprised to find 
that the heat is entirely ade­ 
quate, and that you like the 
rooms on the cool side. Many 
modem homes are so over­ 
heated that windows must be 
left open all night to keep bed­ 
rooms cool enough for comfort. 
If you do decide on a port­ 
able heater, it is best to get ad­ 
vice from a heating expert who 
will select it on the basis of 
the size of your room and oth­ 
er factors. S a f e t y , economy, 
size and appearance are all to 
be considered when purchasing 
portable heaters.

Filler Requires 
Special Care In 
Wood Treatment 
Question: I have an oak table 
that I would like to finish with 
varnish. Before I do so, I’d like 
to fill the large pores with a 
wood filler. But I hesitate to do 
so, because of my last exper­ 
ience with wood filler. 
After I had applied the filler, 
I followed the directions and be­ 
gan to wipe off the excess with 
a piece of burlap. As soon as I 
did so, the filler became dis­ 
lodged from the pores and I 
had quite a mess. 


Answer: This result you en­ 
countered was caused by wip­ 
ing before the filler had time to 
set. This is the trickiest part 
of wood filling. If you wipe too 
soon, the filler is pulled out of 
the pores. If you wait too long 
before wiping, it is extremely 
difficult to remove the excess 
filler from the surface of the 
wood, which is the purpose of 
the wiping. 
First, carefully follow th e 
directions on the filler contain­ 
er on the method of application. 
Get ready with the burlap rag 
and begin to wipe across the 
grain of tho wood the moment 
the wood begins to lose its wet 
appearance. 
Professionals test the surface 
by sliding a finger across it. If 
the finger slides too easily, the 
surface is not yet ready for 
wiping. If a tiny hall of filler 
material begins to form, it is 
time to wipe. In wiping, use a 
circular motion, with a fairly 
light pressure. Remember that 
you are merely attempting to 
remove the excess filler. 
When satisfied that you have 
done so, wipe lightly once again, 
this tine in the direction of the 
grain. The filler should be al­ 
lowed to dry for at least 24 
hours, preferably more, before 
tho next step.

When redecorating a bath­ 
room extra - careful attention 
must be given to color selection 
and the proper choice of paint 
type.

Pure green and gold are also 
good color choices. 
Incandescent lighting is often 
preferred o v e r fluorescent be­ 
cause some fluorescent lights 
drain the red from lips and 
complexion. Choose your light­ 
ing accordingly. 
If your heart is set on blue 
for the bathroom, choose blues 
that have some red in them; 
they’re warmer, and the light 
they reflect is more flattering 
than pure or greenish blues. 
The paint recommended by 
experts for bathroom w a ll ? is 
semi - gloss or gloss enamel for 
a number of reasons. Enamels 
keep the moisture vapor creat­ 
ed by bath and shower from 
entering the walls and damag­ 
ing the plaster. Enamels a r * 
also easy to keep clean and can 
be scrubbed often when it is 
necessary to remove the film 
formed by the oil in the soap. 
The slick surface of enamel is 
also more mildew resistant. 
It is important to use only 
quality enamel to insure greater 
durability, better color and long­ 
er hiding power. To be sure of 
a quality enamel, consult your 
local, reputable dealer. 
Before applying the enamel 
with brush, roller or spray, be 
sure to wash away any dirt, 
grease smudges or dried soap 
film. This is particularly im­ 
portant to insure good adhesion 
of the new enamel and to pre­ 
vent peeling. Any areas that are 
very glossy should be dulled 
with sandpaper or steel wool 
to make the new coat stick bet­ 
ter. 
Keep these points In mind 
while you do the bathroom dec­ 
orating: 
1. To make a room l o o k 
larger, enamel the walls and 
wood trim the same color; dif­ 
ferent colors will chop the room 
up. 
2. The ceiling can be a dif­ 
ferent color if you wish. A con­ 
trasting or complimentary col­ 
or can be most attractive. Keep 
it a light tint, though, for bet­ 
ter light reflection. 
3. Don’t use more than two 
accent colors in the average 
sized bathroom; more will be 
distracting in a small room. Get 
your color emphasis f r o m 
towels, wash cloths or shower 
curtain. 
4. Don’t overlook the acces­ 
sories when you paint. T h e 
laundry hamper, waste basket 
and other metal or wooden ar­ 
ticles can be enamelled t h e 
same color as the walls to make 
them more inconspicuous, or 
they can be done in bright 
touches of color.

Lisbon Judge 
Hits Hancock 
In Beer Sales 
Juvenile Judge Louis Tobin 
issued a statement today at Lis­ 
bon asking Hancock County to 
take action to prevent the sale 
of beer to minors, particularly 
Ohio youngsters who find th e 
taverns within easy driving dis­ 
tance. 
The judge acted after hear­ 
ing the cases of six East Liv­ 
erpool youngsters, 15 and 16, 
who admitted they purchased 
beer Feb. 14 at the Clover Club 
south of Chester. The owners of 
the club were fined $500 on Feb. 
15 by Justice of the P e a c e 
John Herron. 
The judge’s statement said: 
“It has been brought to the 
attention of this court and its 
officers that an increasing num­ 
ber of our young people of jun­ 
ior high and high school age are 
patronizing different establish­ 
ments in West Virginia and ob­ 
taining both beer and whiskey. 
“I think it is a terrible in­ 
dictment on the good citizens of 
Hancock County that they would 
permit this to go on both for 
their sake and ours without hav­ 
ing these clubs permanently 
closed. 
“These children we had in to­ 
day were dealt with and given 
strong terms of probation to in­ 
clude a 9:00 p.m. curfew for the 
next six months. If these cases 
reach any increasing proportion 
it will become necessary for this 
court not only to take s t e r n 
measures with the young people 
involved but to publish t h e i r 
names in the hopes that this 
will bring their parents to re­ 
alize they must exercise a 
stronger control of their child. 
“However, it goes against the 
grain of this Court to punish 
the children and see the adults 
go free. It must be a pretty 
poor sort of adult to sanction 
the wrecking both of morals and 
perhaps the physical being of 
young people for the profit on 
two or three beers.”

HE NEED NOT have regular 
lessons. He can learn best, per­ 
haps, as you count aloud a few 
objects he is using with you. 
When you ask him to hand you 
two buttons or two clothespins 
or two apples, you will know 
he understands the meaning of 
two if he always hands you the 
correct number. 
But most parents incline to 
have the little child 3, 4 or 5 
just count, merely naming the 
digits in order. If he masters 
the order up to IO, they may 
practice him at counting much 
farther. 
This Is usually a wasteful 
procedure and tends to divert 
his attention and his teaching 
parents from real meaning. Per­ 
haps It were better never to 
try to teach him to count be­ 
yond where he clearly shows he 
knows the meaning of the num­ 
ber named. 
If your child at J, 4 or 5 finds 
H enjoyable to count things, 
why not strive to further the 
enjoyable practice? His learn­ 
ing should prove useful to him 
when he enters school and 
right now widen his compan­ 
ionship with you. 
Whether or not you t e a c h 
your child before school to add 
or subtract, he may gain these 
concepts anyway. 


HE WILL observe that, by 
adding one thing to one thing 
or one thing to two things he 
gets more; that by taking one 
thing from two or three things 
he gets less. In your haste, you 
may try too early to teach him 
how many more he gets when 
he adds one to two or two to 
three and so on and how much 
is left when he takes one from 
two or three from five and so 
on. You may teach him formal 
addition or subtraction. Cer­ 
tainly the school will do so by 
and b y . 
Either you or the teacher, 
having him begin to add or 
subtract, will properly have him 
add or subtract things. But the 
danger will be that you and the 
teacher will keep him too long 
at counting things w h e n he 
adds or subtracts. 
The purpose of having him 
count, as he adds or subtracts,; 
Is to help him get the meaning 
of adding or subtracting. But if

ANSWER: The air around us is full of gas. called 
oxygen. 
This is very fortunate for us. because the living cells in our 
bodies must have oxygen without it. they would quickly die. 
Oxygen combines with the carbon in our food in a process 
called oxidation; it is related to the burning of a substance 
to give out a great deal of heat and energy. The kind of 
oxidation going on inside us docs not burn us like fire, but 
it does give off heat and energy, both of which are necessary 
—one to keep the body warm. and the other to give us the 
vigor and drive we need in order to lead our lives. After the 
oxygen and carbon have burned inside us. carbon dioxide is 
left; but we do not need this, and 
we breathe 
it out, as 
Harry is doing in the drawing. 
Our lungs are needed to transfer the oxygen In the air to 
the minute cells which make up the body. Inside the lungs 
are millions of tiny air sacs called ‘ alveoli’’ one of which 
we show. A network of tiny blood vessels surround each sac 
and these pull the oxygen through the thin sac walls and 
start it on its way through the bloodstream. Alveoli also 
collect unneeded carbon dioxide, so we can breathe this out

In New York, John claims, 
one gets more inspiration, be­ 
comes a harder taskmaster to 
his own work and generally lives 
with more fervor. 
Unfortunately, actors in New 
York have found inspiration less 
and less negotiable the past few 
years. To pay the butcher, it’s 
necessary to be in Hollywood 
where there are more jobs, if 
less art. 


JOHN AND GENA just fin­ 
ished doing a Hitchcock TV 
drama together (it’s scheduled 
for CBS-TV next Friday night 
at IO p.m.) and from there they 
are teamed again for a “Burke’s 
Law” segment. 
These jobs stilt are only a 
means to an end for John and 
Gena. Whenever he can put to­ 
gether enough capital, John will 
do what he did a few years ago 
—his own movie. 
With $60,000 in contributions 
from friends and assorted curi­ 
ous investors, he filmed “Sha­ 
dows,” a story of a light-com- 
plexioned Negro girl who fell in 
love with a white boy. 
Until the film won a prize at 
the Venice Film Festival in the 
summer of 1960, it was fluffed 
off here. After the award, it be­ 
came a successful art film in 
this country. 


“NOBODY WANTS to do any­ 
thing positive any more. I mean 
like what Frank Capra used to 
do with ‘Mr. Smith Goes to 
Washington.’ Well,” says John, 
“I’m going to do a film on the 
American family.” 
He estimates it will take him 
three years and a lot of begging 
(for the money) to prepare. It 
will be seven hours in length, 
he estimates. 
Who will see it and where will 
it play? John doesn’t worry 
about answers to such questions. 
“Maybe it will be seen at an­ 
other festival. There are always 
people who will come to see 
something new and different. I 
don’t know and don’t care. I 
have to make it,” he says. 
B e f o r e you level - headed 
realists and materialists chalk 
John Cassavetes off as a com­ 
plete nut, just remember that 
so far he’s managing to keep a 
home in Hollywood and New 
York and pay the jet fare for 
himself, Gena and 4-year-old 
Nick about five times a year.
